When this 
Bland became part of the Ottoman 
Emperor hand bis fled to Malta, and 
was 
henceforth 
known 
as Prince 
Cristoforo, 
On hea ring of her conver­ 
sion to the Greek fa ith—she had pre­ 
viously been a Roman Ca tholic—the 
Tsar telegra phed “ Her Highness" his 
warm congratulations.

During the middle ages, and through­ 
out the pgri' <1 of th*' European predoim 
nance of the church of Rome, the neces­ 
sity of providing a proper supply of lish 
for use on Fridays and during Lent did 
much to create a species of fish culture. 
That this did imt extend to fish hatch­ 
ing, but stopped short at inclosing and 
regulating the supply of fresh water 
fishes, scorns to vis probable. 
At the 
same time, the'Homa ns were at least 
acquainted with the securing of oyster 
spat, and from this to the artificial 
hatching of fish ova does not seem a very 
long stop or one that may not really 
have been taken. 
The probability is, 
however, that the cost of such artificial­ 
ly produced fish would have been far be 
youd the purses of the multitude, and 
the wealthy had viviers and ponds in 
which they kept their own fish for their 
own use. 
The extent to which they have gone 
may bo judged by the system in use 
among the monks of the monasteries and 
the great seigneurs of the continent, 
which was also introduced into this 
country, probably by the Normans orig­ 
inally. 
The absence of proper convey­ 
ances for tho supply of sen fish to the 
inland parts of the country made it im ­ 
perative for the various proprietors to 
meet their own necessities. 
In doing so 
they did not fa il to discover that certain 
fishes required 
a particular kind of 
“ cultch” upon which to fix their spawn. 
As five supply of this material was an 
acknowledged 
necessity this may be 
considered tho first step toward fish 
hatching. —Scottish Review’.

The national character of Fiji finds 
its best expression in the songs once 
common among the natives, but now, 
under Christian influences, almost ob­ 
solete. These songs, or mekkes, as they 
are called, generally recount the story

hap s of u peaceful fishing excursion. 
They are generally sung of evenings 
by the men o nly , who assemble for tho 
p u rp o se in one of their long, 
lo w huts. 
Ih-re they sit in so lemn state on mats 
laid upon the gro u nd , the o nly light be­ 
ing that of a smo ky fire in o ne * ml. Ae- 
* rd ing to Majo r A b e r c r o m b i e , an ey e­ 
witness of the ceremo ny , one man be­ 
gin- the clu mt alo ne; a seco nd soon 
ju ju s him, then a few more, till finally 
all p resent hav e taken it u p , acco mp a­ 
ny ing the wild mu sic by mu ch panto­ 
mime and earnest gesticu latio n.

ac entu u ted by a general clapping of the 
hand s. After a certain climax has been 
reached the music stops quite abruptly 
with one loud clap.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
